The West Virginia Penitentiary in 
Flames, 


WHEELING, W. Va., April 20.—A Moundsville, 
W. Va., special to the Intelligencer says: As 
Nght-Watchman Headershot was making his 
hourly round tonight at the Moundsvilie Peni- 
tentiary he saw a slignt fire in the little room in 
one corner of the secood story of a brick 
building known as Shop No. 8, and occupied by 
the Webster Wagon Company. The w 
makes hourly rounds, and had made a careful 
examination of every portiun of the promises at 
9 o'clock, when there was no sign of a fire. In 
his next round there was 

QUITE A BRIGHT BLAZE 
in the little room referred to, and, though he 
immediately raised an alarm, the floor of the 
room Was 60 saturated and covered with chemi- 
calsof an infammabie nature that the biaze 
Spread ail over the room almost instantly. 
The only means of extinguishing fire at 
the penitentiary is by the pressure from 
a very small reservoir in the prison incicsure, 
with such aid as a force-pump give. 80 
good a start had the flames obtained that this 
proved entirely inadequate in this instance, and 
the fire rapidly progressed the entire length of 
the building and licked up all the woodwork as 
it weat, 
THE BUILDING \ 
was of brick, two stories bigh, 242 feet long, and 
forty feet wide. It was very substantially built, 
and was comparatively new, having deen built 
in lers. Its first cost, as near as it could be as- 
certained last night, was about $8,000. 
it was occupied, as dvetore stated. 
by the Webster Wagon Company, 
who had in it a large portion of their most val- 
uahle machinery. Ou the first floor was the box 
and wheel manufactory, in which some of the 
eostiiest pieces of wood-working mevhanism 
manufactured were used, the work being great- 
ly facilitated by the adoption of every imorove- 
ment in wood-working machinery without re- 
gard to cost. 
THE SECOND FLOOR 
was the paint-shop, the commoner painting be- 
ing done in one large apartment and the finer 
work in the small room where. the 
fire was fret noticed. Several theories of 
the cause of the fire were entertained by 
diferent people. The most commonly-accepted 
oue is quite startling, being that the ingenious 
conviets employed as scroll and fancy painters 
in the smaller shop ignited a slow match and 80 
arranged itithat at a certain time it would com- 
muniecate the fire to some hbighly-inflamma- 
bie material; that this was left in the 
shop when the workmen quit work in the 
evening, and had been smoldering all the time 
intervening. This theory was not credited by 
those connected with the prison, however, to 
any extent. They all regarded it as impossible 
that this should have been the case. The guards 
and officiais were generally inclined to believe 
that the fire was the result of a 
SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 
Mr. Gamble, Superintendent of the Webster 
Wagon Compgoy’s works, was asked in regard 


to this theory by an Jnitelligencer reporter, but 


said phat he always cautioned the Superintend- 
ent of that department and was careful 
bimeeilf to see that no material which 
could catch fire spontaneousiy was ieft 
lying about. He was afraid the 
true explanation lay in the theory of an incern- 
diary origin, and that some sort of a slow-maich 
bad been employed. The loss will be about 
$8,000 on the building itself, on which there was 
an insurance of $5,500, placed by Maj. J.C. 
Alderson, of Wheeling. This sum was divid- 
ed in five polivies, each for $1,100, 
one of them being in the Northern of New York. 
The chief clerk could not recall the names of the 
other companies when inquired of. On the ma- 
chinery and stock the Webster Wagon Compa- 
ny’s losses, as nearly as Mr. Gambie 
vould tell last night, were about . 
000, which were nearly covered by 
insurance, also piaced by the Alderson ageucy. 
Mr. Gamble could not give the particulars of 
the loss. About $45,000 or $6,000 represents ma- 
chinery, and the rest wagons in various stages 
of completion, paints, and partly worked-up 
materials.

IF ASKED TO DEFINE DARWINISM, 
the orthodox antagonist of the “ scientific un- 
belief" of the day will reply that it is an at- 
tempt to show how blind matter became the 
seeing eve. The biviogist of the Hickel 
school will say that it is a description 
of the mechanical process by which 
the cosmic system was produced out of ele- 
mentary matter acted upon by its own laws. 
Neither detinition is correct, for Darwin made 
an extremely modest use of his great attain- 
ments. He did not construct a the- 
ory of the cosmos, and he did not 
deal with the entire theory of evolution, 
He was content to leave others to poke about in 
the origval protoplasmic mire and to extend the 
evolutionary law to social and politica 
phenomena. For himself he tried to 
show how higher organic forms were 
evolved out of lower. He starts with life al- 
ready existing, and traces it through ite succes- 
sive forms up to the highest—Man. The central 
principle (his opponents call it a dogma) of Mr.

Mr. Darwin had just then taken his degree at 
Cambridge.

THE CRIMINAL CODE OF ILLINOIS. 

The Judiciary Committee of the IIIInois 
‘House of Representatives met the Govern- 
or’s recommendation that a commission be 
appointed to report a revision of the criminal 
procedure of this State by the false and 
brazen declaration that no such revision was 
necessary; that the criminal law of this State 
is as near perfection as anything of human 
invention could be; that all the eminent“ 
practitioners were delighted with the law as 
it was; and that no persons had any com- 
plaint to make except some dissatisfied peo- 
ple in Cook County. 

For two weeks the majority of this com- 
mittee have been violently opposing the cre- 
ation of any commission, and have been sing- 
ing the praises of the abominable criminal 
procedure of Illinois in the most extravagant 
terms. ‘Their position is so notoriously un- 
tenable that the minority of the committee 
have had no difficulty in exposing the gross 
abuses and the hardly-disguised defeats of 
justice under the law; and that the law was 
designediy prepared and maintained in its 
present defective state so as to prevent the 
conviction or punishment of any person hav- 
ing money with which to secure legal 
aid in escaping justice; and that it 
was this very class of lawyers who 
signed this report of the commit- 
tee in opposition to a revision that 
profited by the questionable praé@tices which 
the law as it now stands invited. Driven by 
the force of irresistible truth, and pressed by 
the earnest criticism of the State press, these 
champions of the loopholed criminal law on 
Wednesday were forced to abandon their 
open defense of crime, and had resort to an- 
other dodge. They proposed a resolution 
Calling the attention of all the Judges of the 
courts of record, including the Supreme 
Court, to that part of the Governor’s mes- 
sage relating to the criminal code, to the end 
that these Judges may lay before the Legisla- 
ture at the next session such suggestions as 
they might have to make to cure existing de- 
fects in the law. This was only a shallow 
pretext for delay. The Judges can make no 
recommendations that would be available at 
this session. The most that could be done 
would be to submit suggestions to the Su- 
preme Court, which that body would next 
winter lay before the Legislature. But this 
the Court has been doing for years, and the 
Legisiature has never taken the slightest 
notice of the judicial suggestions, and 
so it will be again should this reso- 
lution pass. The fact is, the “emi- 
nent” criminal lawyers of the General 
Assembly do not want the criminal code 
amended. The present defective code is pre- 
cisely what they want. An indicted man 
with money is a godsend to this class of 
practitioners, and the code as it now stands 
allows an attorney of this kind to keep his 
felon-client unhung or out of prison so 
long as he has a dollar to pay to his counsel. 
These men in the Legisiature do not want 
this business broken up by strengthening the 
law. Why should a murderer with money 
be cut short of his life or a thief of his lib- 
erty so long as he has the cash to pay his at- 
torneys for using the law to defeat justice ? 

There is and can be but one way to reform 
acode of laws which have become as scan- 
dalous as have the criminal laws of Lilingois, 
and that is by a commission. The State of 
New York has just perfected a system of 
criminal law and practice by reforming abuses 
and so-called protection to oriminals that 
should have been abolished a half-century 
ago. If there be anything that is ancient and 
vicious, its very antiquity sanctiſles its 
j viciousness in thé laws of Lllinols. The 
fact that it is obsolete as well as an 
obstruction to justice everywhere else 
makes it an object of special preser- 
vation in IIIinois. A committee of the 
Illinois Legislature is the last possible mode 
of originating egal reform; but a commis- 
sion appointed by the Governor, composed of 
three lawyers, could perfecta revised code 
of criminal law for this State that would 
command the approvai of every intelligent 
man in Illinois, and could lay this revised 
code before the Legisiature at the meeting in 
January next, 

A code prepared by such a commission 
would be one framed in the interests of so- 
ciety, of justice, and humanity. it would be 
a system of law framed for the protection of 
the people against criminals by the certain 
punishment of crime by penalties. 
It would so guard the citizen in all his rights 
and privileges that no innocent man could be 
convicted, andno man could be convicted 
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It is-well known at Keifer’s election as 


Speaker of the House of Representatives 


was brought about mainly through an in- 
trigue with Robeson, the New J mem - 
der who was formerly Secretary of the Navy 


under Grant. Keifer was consumed with an 


ambition to be recognized as the leader of his 
party. He had vainty strugeled for this 


position on the floor after Garfield’s elevation. 


to the Presidency, but he proved to be an 
awkward blunderer, At the opening of the 
present Congress he bargained for the Speak - 
ership, thus to secure a distinction which he 
could net earn on his merits, Robeson's 
purpose was to reinstate in the Navy Depart- 
ment the old state of extravagance which ex- 
isted under his management, and to secure 
some fat jobs and subsidies for his friend 
John Roach. Robeson boosted Keifer lnto 
the Speaker’s chair, and received as his re- 
ward the controlling places on the cowmit- 
tees through which it was necessary to 
work out his schemes. To this extent the 
Keifer-Robeson combination succeeded, but 
it was to the great disgust of the best ele- 
ments in Congress on both sides, and the per 
nobile fratrum have had a hard time ever 
since. Keifer has been barassed by constant 
criticism, and even more by his own genius 
for blandering. He is in receipt of remon- 
strances from his own State, which are tan- 
tamount to a notice that he can best serve 
his party by relapsing into obscurity, His 
prominence has only served to confirm the 
popular apprehension of his incapacity. 
Robeson has fared no better. All his in- 
trigues have failed to work out the one end 
he had in view. His scheme for the rehabil- 
itation of the navy through the extravagant 
methods which he pursued when he was 
Secretary has been vetoed by the House. 
There is undoubtedly a large sentiment 
in Congress, as there is among the 
people, favorabie to naval reconstruction, but 
Robeson’s personality is an effective bar to 
the work. When the effort was made last 
Monday to bring up the bill, which provides 
virtually for the sale of the present navy and 
the building of a new one, the House refused 
to give it precedence, but relegated it to its 
regular place on the calendar, where it will 
remain buried. Congress was unwilling to 
authorize the work of naval reconstruction 
as long as Robeson is at the head of the com- 
mittee intrusted with the supervision of ex- 
penditures in that department. That is the 
fact about it. In the short debate which took 
place thechief feature was the ridicule put 


»upon Robeson for his former management of 


naval affairs, and the determination was plain- 
ly stated that it would be better to wait 
till it should become evident whether or not 
the new Secretary of the Navy is to be a tool 
of Robeson’s. linmediately afterward+ “he 
House also declined to hear from the : st- 
Office Committee, which desired to report the 
huge subsidy bill, involving an expenditure 
of some $25,000,000 in all for the benefit of 
the Roach crowd, which was also one of 
Robeson’s pet measures. The order fixing a 
day for the consideration of the bills reported 
by the Post-Office Committee explicitly ex- 
cepted by name and number the obnoxious 
ocean subsidy job, Thus the Keifer-Robeson 
intrigue has miscarried. It brought a meas- 
ure of disgrace upon Cengress and the coun- 
try, but it is gratifying to know that the par- 
ticipants in the scandal have not benefited 
from it. 


PARIY BUS. 

There is always more or less desultory talk 
about abstract party issues, and it has come 
to be the fashion of late years with some 
people to contend that the Republican party 
has performed its mission, that it has no new 
ideas to advance, and that it ought quietly to 
disband and die. The so-called independent 
in politics is constantly ventilating this no- 
tion, and it may be worth while to expose its 
vacuity. 

lt is certainly a blessing to the country that 
there are no such startling issues before the 
country as slavery and secession were. It 
would be a most unhappy condition of things 
if party lines could only be drawn upon dif- 
ferences that shake the very foundation of 
the Government. In a period of political 
quiet and material prosperity @ party lives 
and thrives, or languishes and struggies, 
according to its traditions. Party organiza- 
tion continues its usefulness in its discipline 
and in the responsibility which it im- 
poses upon its public men. If it 
be concéded that there are no important 
issues, it certainly does not follow that the 
Republican party should give way to some 
new organization to administer the Govern- 
ment under the laws and in the spirit which 
it has implanted in the American system. 
Exciting issues, whether of section or class, 
are not so desirable that parties should be 
encouraged to invent them. On the contrary, 
if it were certain that adisruption of old 
parties and the construction of new parties 
would lead to a struggle over new issues, 
that prospect would be an excellent reason 
for holding fast to the lines which now exist. 
The country can well afford to enjoy peace- 
fully the fruits of Republican work in the 
past—a united country, manhood suffrage, 
universal freedom, the resumption of specie 
payments, and the assurance of permanency 
which a wise system of laws gives to the 
Republic. The people do not long for 
nervous and exciting contests. 

No theory of expedience can suggest that 
the Republican party should supinely re- 
sign the field to make room for the Demo- 
cratic party. What issues are presented on 
that side which promise progress and devel- 
opment? The only headway which has 
been made by the Democrats at any time 
within the past twenty years has been due 
to their adoption of Republican ideas. Once 
every four years the Democrats produce a 
platform which is more or less an umitation 
of Republican platforms of earlier cam- 
paigns. If the Democrats have one dis- 
tinctive issye it is their adherence to the per- 
nicious and dangerous doctrine of State sov- 
ereignty. The popular sentiment of the 
country certainly does not favor a return to 
that obsolete theory. Whenever the Demo- 
crats have been temporarily restored to 
power (and they had absolute control of 
Congress during four years) they have failed 
to initiate any measures of great import 
or public advantage. They were, never 
able to agree among themselves as to 
any measure of tax reform or polit- 
ical advancement. There is nothing in 
the Democratic record to inspire a hope that 
universal blessings would follow upon a 
committal of the Government into their 
hands. But it there is no reason why the 
Republican party should give up the ghost 
in order that the Democratic party may be 
resurrected, it must be confessed that a par- 
ty which is strongly intrenched in the pub- 
lic confidence is better prepared to take up 
and work out any live and burning issues 


to inaugurate the scheme for 
upon amore equitable 

basis. Any one of these accomplishments 

is of more valus to the people than all, the 


while they were in controt of 
is folly to contend, therefore, that the Repub- 
lican party fs out of ideas or that t ere is 
nothing for it to do. In spite of some dis- 
tressing factional troubles, it actually does 
more than the Democratie party, which is 
united in the common purpose of securing 
the spoils. 

Aside from all this, there is one issue 
which will give me Republican party vital- 
ity and force so long as that issue shall be in 
doubt in any section of the country—viz,: 
the freedom of the ballot. So long as the 
Democratic party in the South shall refuse 
to recognize this essential of free govern- 
ment, just so long may it be confidently ex- 
pected that the Republican party will be on 
hand to battle for it. Race prejudices, class 
distinctions, State-sovereignty heresy, fraud, 
intimidation, and violence as the ruling ele- 
ments of a poputar election, and all the 
striking features of Bourbonism at the 
South must be definitively aul honestly 
foresworn before the Republican party will 
retire from the field. In the meantime this 
party organization, which on more than one 
oceasion has developed the rare faculty of 
correcting its own mistakes and punishing 
ts own offenders, will continue to provect 
ts past achievements, which are represented 
in the Constitution and laws of the country, 
and will be quick to appropriate all new 
issues looking to the welfare of the Ameri- 


can people. 
THE NEW BOARD OF TRADE BUILDING. 

The Chicago Board of Trade is very much 
exercised about the choice of plans for the 
new buildiag. Tne committee appointed 
some time ago to act in the matter has not 
yet decided as to which is the best, and the 
delay is supposed to be due to the fact that 
its members do not agree. Perhaps it would 
be nearer the truth to say that they agree 
to differ,” since they do not admit individu- 
ally that there is any disagreement. . Upon 
the understanding that there is a misunder- 
standing several other members of the board 
have asserted their indisputable right to ex- 
press an Opinion, and the result is 
—chaos. It is asserted that some at 
least of the gentlemen on the committee 
indignantly resent the imputation that they 
cannot act for the best without interference 
from the men whom they were appointed to 
serve. On the other hand, the protesting 
members of the board claim the right to be 
permitted to choose—if they can. Some of 
them take the position that such choice ap- 
pears to be an absolute necessity if they are 
to havea building at all; as the two parties in 
the committee are so firm that each regards 
the other as obstinate, and neither will give 
way. 

There would seem to be no good reason for 
not referring the choice to the men who are 
closely interested. The board should cer- 
tainly have the right te say which 
plans are preferred by the majority of 
those who are willing to place themselves 
on record as believing that they are able to 
judge intelligently. Why not invite the 
members of the board to attach their signa- 
tures to the document in favor of this or that 
plan? If the committee really desires to 
serve the board it can have no objection to 
such a procedure, unless that it would be a 
breach of etiquet, But that is a very minor 
consideration in a case where so much is at 
stake, and besides, it might be met by a vote 
of the board, which would compliment the 
committee to an extent sufficient to heal the 
wounded honor. If the committee should 
receive such action with becoming resigna- 
tion no great harm would ensue.

M’DILL ON RAILROAD REGULATION. 

Senator McDill, of Iowa, made a temper- 
ate and sensible speech yesterday ow the In- 
ter-State Commerce bill recentiy introduced 
by him. We cannot agree with all of Sena- 
tor McDili’s conclusions, nor approve the 
processes by which he arrives at them, but 
any argument on this subject coming from 
him is entitled to respectful consideration. 
He was, before he was appointed Senator, 
one of the Railroad Commissioners of lowa. 
He has patiently absurbed all the informa- 
tion he could get concerning inter-State con- 
trol of railroads, and he has arrived at con- 
clusions which, whether sound or not, are 
certainly honest. 

The need of Government supervision of 
railroads was first argued by Mr. McDill. 
The burden of the speech under this head 
was the discrimination ot the lowa roads in 
favor of Chicago and against the Mississippi 
River route. Mr. McDill insisted that the 
Burlington & Quincy, the Northwestern, the 
Rock Island, and all the other Chicago roads 
running through lowa charged a less rate 
per ton per mile for grain carried to Chicago 
than for the same grain to Mississippi Kiver 
points. They also charge a less rate for lum- 
ber from Chicago to points in Iowa than for 
the same freights from the river towns west- 
ward. Mr. Mebül contended that the roads 
were thus preventing the shipment of grain 
south by the river route and the sale of lum- 
ber brought down the river in rafts at inter- 
secting stations. The main grievance of 
lowa, he seems to believe, is railroad dis- 
crimination in favor of Chicago, @ statement 
which, in view of the manifold and habitual 
discriminations against Chicago by most of 
the railroads, will be gratifying and refresh- 
ing to well-informed persons. : 

Mr. MebDill went on to argue the right of 
railroad regulation. On this head there was 
scarcely need of argument. The courts have 
sufficiéntly asserted the right, and no honest 
doubt is entertained in Congress as to the 
power of the General Government to control 
this subject. The remarkable feature of Mr. 
MeDill’s speech was, that, after insisting 
upon the existence of this right, and proving 
it, he should have deemed it necessary to 
deny Congress the wisdom to exercise it 
properly. But this is practically what he 
did, both in his speech and in the bill which 
he presented toaccompany it. Mr. McDill has 
a sublime faith in the efficacy of a commission. 
Having been a Commissioner himself, it is 
perhaps natural that he should have such a 
faith; but he is too sanguine if he expects 
his fellow-citizens to share his exalted notion 
of the usefulness of commissions not sup- 
ported by sufficient laws. The bill which 
he has introduced provides for the appoint- 
ment of three Commissioners at a salary of 
$6,000 per annum each, to exercise a super- 
vision over that portion of the business of all 
railroads, canals, and other transportation 
companies which passes from one State or 
Territory into of through one or more States 
or Territories,” But the commission is to 
have only supervisory powers. It may ex- 
amine facts and report conclusions to the 
President; it may do nothing more. 

The childlike confidence of Mr. McDill in 
the potency of s report to the President is 
pathetic. If reports to the President or re- 
ports by the President to Congress were of 
much avail, there would be little complaint 
of procrastination or neglect in the proceed- 
ings of Congress. But when few recom- 
mendations in the President’s formal mes- 
sages obtain attention and most imperative

(WHAT AILS THE HOG. 

It cannot have escaped public attention 
that the hog has been a much abused anima! 
during the past few years, and that the 
American hog has suffered more than any 
other hog, though he isin reality the most 
respectable hog in the whole porcine family. 
Prior to the time that prying microscopists 
placed him under their objectives and dis- 
covered the trichina spiralis lodged in his 
interior with deadly intent against the lover 
of pork the hog lived a happy, lazy. luxu- 
rious Arcadian sort of life and was gratified 
in every one of his swinish whims. The 
moment it was discovered, however, that he 
harbored such insidious conspirators against 
the peace of human insides, even his own 
countrymen turned against him, and foreign- 
ers, regarding him asa suspect, resolutely 
closed their doors against him and barred 
him out, determined that if they were to be 
bored and grooved by the trichina they would 
be bored and grooved by their own. They 
passed laws against him Diplomats nego- 
tiated about him. Customs officers stood with 
flaming swords at the barriers. Savants 
hurled words at him of thundering length 
and sound. 

Bad as all this is, worse remains to tell. 
For now comes Prof, H. J, Detmers, and in 
a learned article in the American Natural- 
ist gives us the results of his critical inves- 
tigations of the pig. Armed with a high- 
power microscope, the Professor went to 
spying and prying, and discovered that this 
oleaginous animal not only conceals the tri- 
china spiralis about bis person, but also a 
very lively specimen of the staebchenfoer- 
mige koerper—a family of disagreeable 
schizophytes, who are responsible for splenic 
fever or authrax. The Professor was at first 
so overjoyed at discoverime that he hada 
schizophyte, of which the hog had a monop- 
oly, thathe gave him the wrung name, call- 
ing him a “ bactilus suis,” unaware that the 
bacillus was a schizophyte belonging to Prof. 
Klein, of England, and peculiar ouly to the 
“biarsted’” English pigs, and that the 
“bacillus suis” was not a bacillus at all, be- 
cause it forms zodgicea masses, which a 


bacillus to the manner born never does. As ‘ 


soon as he discovered his mistake, however, 
he labeled him with a new name, “swine- 
plague schizophyte” or “swine-plague 
microbe,” generously leaving the choice of 
names to an unprejudiced public, who will 
unquestionably choose the former, as it can 
be easily remembered by a reference to scis- 
Ses. 

The Professor also gives a biographical 
sketch of the swine-plague schizophyte, 
wifich is not without interest as it de- 
velops capacities and functions on the 
part of this cheerful little animal, which 
hitherto has remained in obscurity like the 
flower that has wasted its sweetness on the 
desert air, that put to shame many of the 
higher avimals. In his virgin purity, and 
before he has struck out for hinseif, the 
schizophyte is a microcececus of O. 7 to O. 8 
in diameter. Being social in their nature, the 
schizophytes aggregate in clusters and bed 
themselves in a viscous substance. The mo- 
ment this is accomplished they display the 
remarkable acrobatic feat of growing in two 
opposit directions and shortening up in the 
middie or around the waist. Originally he 
was not unlike a sausage. When he has ac- 
complished this feat he looks like a pair of 
sausages daintily hitched together with a 
filament of intestine. Thisis notall he can 
do. As soon asa number of them who are 
inhabiting the same viscous tenement have 
pulled themselves out lengthways by short- 
ening up widthways, a dark spot appears in 
each mlerococeus. It gradually enlarges 
until at last it breaks through the viscous 
surroundings, as a chestnut snaps its burr, 
and the new schizophyte without any waste 
of time commences exactly the same opera- 
tion, it being a peculiarity of this family that 
their trade descends in a straight. line 
from father to son ad infinitum The rapidi- 
ty of the work is something remarkable, for 
a double micrococcus can change himself 
into two double micrococei in five minutes, 
and as this goes on without any stop for re- 
freshments the qurious reader can calculate 
for himself how many of these micrococci 
can be turned out in aday. This business is 
kept up until a very respectable chain is 
formed, which amuses itself by swinging 
round until the individuals drop off, as small 
boys are hurled off in the game of snap the 
whip. Once released, these micrococci go 
their separate ways, but, alas! resume their 
old business, which comes nearer to per- 
petual motion than anything yet discovered. 
When it is considered that these are not the 
only tricks going on in the interior of the 
hog, but that there is a multitude of other and 
larger schizophytes, among which is a last- 
ing spore, with a light-refracting granule on 
one end of him, who goes by the name of 
Helobactertum, and that all of them are 
addicted to the wost extraordinary eccen- 
tricities of conduct, how can we sufficiently 
admire the wonderful works of Nature, 
or the admirable patience, endurance, and 
equanimity of this noble animal, conscious 
as he mtist be of the astonishing feats that 
are going on in his insides? But now that 
we know that he is full of trichinz-spirales 
and of swine-plague schizophytes, isn’t it 
about time for the savants to stop any tur- 


est known of animals, succumbs to the 
trichine alone, can it be expected of the hog 
that he will endure not only trichine, but

MAYOR HARRISON ON CHANGING SCHOOL 
BOOKS. 


A great number of complaints have come to 
the Mayor in the last few days in reference to 
the action of the City Board of Educanon in 
changing some of the text-bonks in tne public 
scbools, and yesterday his Honor gathered the 
reporters arouod him and expressed himee!f on 
the subject as follows: ‘ 

“I think it is simply an outrage, this changing 
of school books as often as they do. A school 
book should not be changed in public schools 
unless the improvement is very radical 
and greatly for ine better. Our pubdiic schovis 
are supposed to be for tne poor. y 
are supported by a tax on property to enapie 
those who have ho property to receive an edu- 
cation, for those who wave means can educate 
theif children without such achovis. The pur- 
chase of books is a burden upon the poor, and 
should be made as light-as possible. A sot of 
schuol-books, well taken care of, will serve a 
family of children—the older handing them 
down to the younger, and if the older have no 


whicu would 
The modern 
ks, copy-books, and prepared stauon- 
our public schoois are catchpenny 
devices, gotten up by the school-book publisher, 
nd they are constantly devising new sche 
uot to better the pupils, but to force a change 
of toxt- books for their own benefit. They catch 
the ear of School Inspectors, Superintendents, 
and teachers, wheedie than into a beiief that a 
chauge is necessary, and not infrequentiy ap- 
peal to the pocket instead of the brain to 
— FB their ends: therefore, [ am 
deci ly opposed to the system of 
.andif Ivere a School In- 
spector I would discourage the entire theory 
with all the power | had. There are about 60,000 
children in the public schools of the city, and a 
set of books fur tne year costs several dollars. 
It was easy for any one to find out the exact 
cost, and then easy to cipher out the cost to this 
great ag on of pupils by these freq 
changes.

THE SIEMENS FURNACE.

Wien bas been dead over a year, is the most 
sublime piece of impudepce I ever heard of; 
and that be can fad any American who, though 
a user of bis patent, and who would be ben- 
— 7 1 the extensiou— chat one $0 avaricious 

to every sense of justice and bonuvr, 
— come forward and state under oath that 
he believed that the exteusion of this patent — 
for the best interests of this country, and tha 
he has nointerest in the extension, is 4 — 
specimen of sublime impudence.”’ 

“ Theg you do not believe in granting special 
favors to foreigners?’ 

I the extension of this patent is good for 
this country, why did not Dr. Siemens make bis 
vwn couutry see that it was good for that coun- 
try. He is certainly highly appreciated at home, 
and if they are not willing to see this and re- 
— . bim. I do not see way ne should come to us 
or it.“ 

Ou the face of it, hat do you think of the 
argumeut in bis favor?” 

As to the ar@ument that, though he has re- 
ceived in this country $760,337.76, he bas ex- 
pended $537,775.49 in fmtroducing it, 1 do not 
know that this is a faisehooud, but | do say that it 
is a most extraordiwary statement. It strikes 
me that the Doctor's agent has. for the purpose 
of making an impression and confusion, intro- 
duced the Doctor's patents on steelmaking. for 
which be has a live patent, and has the receipts 
and expenditures of both mixed together, and 
that the great bulk of the expenditure has been

What about his claim that he is Maproving 
the furnace?’ 

“The argument favoring the resurrect of 
thie patent on the plea that be 8 still perfect- 
ing and improving it is another of sublime 
impudence. The fact is that he has made no 
very important improvement ou tbis defunct 
patent, and what he bas already done he has 
patented, and for what be may do iu the future 
be will receive all the protect ot the patent 
laws that is offered to all Americans.“ 

* What of his bureau of iastruction?” 

“He claims that it isof vaiue, but I am in- 
clined to think that be wreatiy overestimates it. 
We have recently constructed one of these fur- 
naces without the aid of the bureau, and from

You may say what you will about the sacred 
right of property—nobody believes it more de- 
voutly than 1 do. Concede that these lanciords 
have a title which cannot now be questioned. 
Assume that an owner of property may reut it 
on the hardest terms be can exact—stiii the ex- 
istence of that gigantic monopoly, clothed with 
the privilege of desolating a country and starv- 
ing the industrv of a people, is the saddest fact 
in the history of the human race. 


ENGLAND’S GREATNESS AND INFAMY. 


We must speak respectfully of Eagiand. The 
vast wealth of her commerce makes it every- 
body’s interest to in et with her. Her 


armies circie the earth; fleets cover every 
sea; the loog reach of ber giplomacy perplexes 
where it does not control councils of all 


other States. This is power, and wer 
is always bonored. It is said of Satan 
himself that te is “sometimes worshiped 


for bis burning throne.” Kut Engiand bas 
other and higher, if not stronger, claims upon 
our respect. Her literature is our own, and 
from ber we derive much of our science and art. 
Englishmen framed the best of our laws, and 
our most valuabie instituGons are copied from 
theirs. Magna Charta. trial by tury, habeas 
corpus, and the Bill oft Rights are their inven- 
tions. Wecannot but remember that “ Chat- 
hams —7＋ 2 is Our mother tongue,“ and che 
great name of Hampden ranks onlv second to 
that of Washington. Nor can we forget that the 
present monarch of that country is a Queen 
whose personal virtues have a richer value thau 
all the jeweils in her,crown. Buttbose Ministerial 
tools ot a greedy aristocracy, who have done, 
and are now doing, ali that in them ties to op- 
press and wrong a peopie to whom they owe 
r they ut to govern? No, not to 
ive! II nad the voice ofan “angel trumpet- 
tougued I could not speak their condemua- 
uon more loudly than the truth would warrant. 

Except Ireland all the nations of the earth 
bave been making some progress. Improve- 
ments in political as well as physical science 
and the discovery of new arts have brightened 
the face of the civilized world and given dignity, 
independence, and cumfort to the mass of Its in- 
hubitants. But the condition of the Ira peo- 
pie is more wretched than ever. A singie fact 
will show bow frigbtfully true this is. During 
the last forty years the population of other 
countries has doubled; in some of them it has 
trebied, and the average amount of provision 
and clothing foreach individual is two anda 
half times as great. But in Ireland, with a more 
genial chmate and a soil incomparably rich, the 
numbers have been reduced from 9, 000.000 to 
5,000,000, andof thuse who survive the great 
majority are suffering the last extremes of want 
and necessity. Where are the other 4,000,000 
and their multiplied offspring? What has be- 
come ot the additional 12,000,000 who, accord- 
ing to the natural rule, should be living there 
now in comfort and plenty? Famine 
bas thinned them out; pestilence has swept 
them away: political persecution bas driven 
them abroad, What is the cause of these terri- 
bie calamities? All men, with one voice, charge 
them upon that atrocivusgmisgovernment which 
biights and curses the. When the blood of 
that unhappy people criés from the ground, the 
British tyrant cannot answer like Cuin, “Am I 
my brothers keeper?” The rulers of a nation 
are its keepers, responsibie for its fate, and 
these men bave an awful account to render. 
For every false drop io their veins an innocent 
life has perisbed. 

But it the Irish could not live dy cultivating 
the soil, why did they not go to some other em- 
pioyment? ‘This is a pertinent question, and the 
auswer to it covers England with an infamy that 
nothing cise can match. In fact and in truth 
they did betake themselves to commerce and 
mauufactures, and the hope was bright before 
them of a perfect success. But their English 
enemies ruthiesly broke up their business by 
penal legislation, destroying their trade, both 
foreign and domestic, by arbitrary probibinons, 
crushed out the enterprise and forced them 
back upon the land. 

Then why don't they fight? They have tried 
that, too. They never sink into tame submis- 
sion. The most pathetic passages of history 
record the incidents of their struggic; their 
righis have been asserted with surpussing elo- 
quence; the purest poetry lu any language ceile- 
brates their valor, 

SYMPATHY FOR IRELAND. 

After detailing some of the sufferings of the 
Irish peopie thrvugh centuries on account of 
misruie and the elfurts of the people to right 
themselves, the speaker said: But what concern 
have we in this contest? Why suould we be dis- 
turbed oy wrongs which we neither suffer nor 
inflict? 1 answer that, situatedas we are, it is 
impossibie to restrain our sympathies or school 
our feelings to the policy of a Cold indifference. 
The Roman dramatist said: I am aman, aud 
therefore in all things human.” These irish are 
not werely human; they are not Tartars, Mon- 
guis, Chinese, or negroes—far off and dout- 
tully connected = with humanity. They 
belong to our own imperial race, whose physica! 
structure, mental enduwments, and cupacity for 
improvement put them ever in the foremost 
rank of men. More than that—they are our kith 
and kin; we trace their afcestors in the line of 
our own descent: — blood, mingled with 
uluuput streams from other sources, tluws in our 
own veins. 

But what can we do for them? How can we 
béeip them in tbis fearful strait? We have no 
rigut to come between Eugiand and her subjects 
by un kind of force or violeace, for mat is pro- 
ibited by the law of both countries and by 
treaty stipulations. But you have ways well un- 
dersvood of giving morai comtort and material 
aud which breuk av law. ‘he most devoted ad- 
bereuts of the British Ministry aeknowiedged 
that the success of their Irish policy ia more en- 
dungerea by your opposition to it than by all 
other causes pul together. ve mere- 
ly Irisd they can eusily repress, but a league witb 
ite roots on this side of the Atiantic will grow 
to be a power. not werely formidable but fatal 
to the ascendancy of the landiords. To make 
this more intelhgibie will require a beriet look at 
the situnuon. formanon of the Land 
League, or rather the assumpdon of its present 
attitude, was a ne era im the history of the 
coutest. Agricultural taborers resoived that 
they would not work for their enemies, and ten- 
ants said they would voluntarily pay no rent 
withcut tne distinct assurance of some perma- 
nent and eubstantinbrdiief te the country. Act- 
lu Upon the precept of the early Christians to 
beur one another's burdens, they soieainiy cov- 
enanted that each subuid be supported by che 
Strength of all the rest. It was the grandest 
jabor strike on record. The associadon was per- 
fectiy lawful. No criminal design was ever na- 
putedtuit. Active assistance wey would not 
reuder to their adversaries, but ve obeai-

The release of the 
Lrish will necessarily follow. for Engiand cannot 
afford to admit that sue bas yielded to fear 
what she denies to just ice, 
DUTY OF THE FRIENDS OF IRELAND. 

What is to be the final outcome of the strug- 
gie? It needs no prophet to foresee that Ireland 
is doomed to total destruction if she be not sup- 
ported aud sustained by strength outside of her 
own. But if we, the Americana people. shall per- 
form our duties fairly well, and if our Govern- 
ment sbail not attempt to shirk out ot its public 
responsibilities the hope is a reasonable one 
that some of us now bere may live to see Ireland 
“ redeemed, regenerated, and disenthralled. 

It seems to be that tbe friends of Ireland, at 
home as well as here, have very indefinuit ideas 
of the ultimate purpose they are seeking to at- 
tain. Of course, they all desire to save their 
country. But whatissaivahonr? in what form 
or by what means is it expected to come? How 
would they go about to restrain misrule, pro- 
tect life, secure liberty, and prevent labor from 
being robbed of the bread it earns? are 
questions upon which there is a painful diversity 
of opinion; and, if lam not mistaken, a vague- 
ness of thought, whieh greatly weakens the 
movement. ' 

I will not presume to advise them, but it is 
mat fest that they should demand nothing ex- 
truvagunot or uoreasonable; nothing which it is 
im possible to get; nothing unjust, cOmmunistic, 
or agrarian; nothing which could alfect im- 
juriously the rights of property: mothe in 
short, except what ought to be yielded. hat, 
then, shouid they specify as ir defined ob- 
ject? Not independence, That is impossible: 
you might as well reach for moon and hope 
to pull it down. Those two islands will never be 
politically separated, and it is not by any means 
certain that they oughttobe. But local self- 
government is anuther thing. It is the interest 
of England, as well as her duty, to grant that. if 
the Irish people were in full possession of the 
right to administer their own domestic affairs, 
they could perform their duties to the Empire a 
thousand times better than now. They would 
be the pride and the strength of Bagland, not 
what they are—the weakness, the misfortune’ 
and the shame. When we cunsider bow easily. 
cheaply, and * this uuspeakabie benefit 
might be bestowed, it is literally amazing to see 
it withhela. It is but erecting one or more polit- 
ical corporations, which you may call States, or 
Territories, or Provinees, to make, administer, 
and execute laws upon subjects which con- 
cern nobody but themselves. and with such lim- 
itations upon the power as may seem necessary 
to prevent its possible abuse. If this, coupled 
with a satisfactory adjustment of land tenu 
would not start Ireland on a career of peace 
prosperity, then all history is faise, all experi- 
ence deiusive, and all philosophy a woven tissue 


of lies. Yet the ®verage Eogiishman cannot 
hear of home rule for Ireiand wit t becoming 
infuriated, and it he happens to be clothed with 


a little brief authority he falls to killing and kid- 
naping right and left whenever he can find men 
with spiritand princi enough to express opin- 
ions in its favor. Thié tasane animosity cannot 
last much longer. But political freedom can 
scarcely exist for a people subjected to the per- 
sonal bondage of the Irish landiord system. Can 
that be aboiished without violating honor and 
justice, or breaking over the iegwal defenses of 
property? Let us see what can or cannot be done 
in that direction. 

It is a mere truism to N that the land belongs 
to the owners. The title is in the landlords. aud 
cannot be questioned without any decent show 
of truth. To take it from them and give it to 
the tenants would be naked robbery, not in the 
least mitigated by the consideration that the 
tenants need it and the landiords can live with- 
out it. The eighth commandment is add 
alike to the poor and the rich. 


THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


A Ward Needed fer Contagious Diseases 
Other than Smaii-Pox. 

Somehow or other the present Hospital Com- 
mittee is not one of harmony. The session yes- 
terday. as a report of the proceedings show, was 
not by any means a harmonious one. The 
trouble is ail because the county falls to 
provide properly for certain cases of contagious 
disease. If a helpiess, foriorn mother is found 
upon the streets, with a babe in her arms baving 
either measies or scarlet-fever, she can find no 
piace in all this great city wherein she can be 
received with her child. There is plenty of 
room at the hospital for reciving a certain class 


of cases which do not deserve charity keeping. 


yet such unfurtunates as above mentioned are 
left to die upon the streets. Last winter Dr. 
De Wolf, out of sheer bumanity, sent several 
cases of measles to the pest-huuse, after vac- 
cinating the patients, because they could not 
be left to die upoa the streets. e county 
supports an immense establishment wherein 
many who have no claims upon this community 
have found homes, while those wo suouid have 
been admitted were excluded. Commissioner 
O'Neill has extreme views in regard to the pow- 
er of the physicians, while Commissioner Mat- 
tocks is equally extreme in his views as to the 
powers which should be vested in the Commis- 
sioners. The County Hospital needs a ward for 
contagious diseases, other than smali-pox, and 
it should be provided as such a place isin other 
large cities. The matter of admission of pa- 
tients should also be vested in the Committee 
on Cbauarities, who should dave the County 
Physician to consult with them. In that way 
much troubie and possible corruption could be 
avoided, 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


Heavy Arrivals of Mongollians at San 
Francisco. 

The agitation of the Chinese question is hav- 
ing the effect of producing the heaviest Chinese 
immigration to Culifornia in six years. The ar- 
rivais last month were 3,891. This is the largest 
number for any mooth since May, 1876, when 
A. O arrived. It is very rare that so large a 
nurpber comes to hand in a single month. There 
has not probably been half a dozen montns in 
twenty-tive years that the arrivals from Chins 
and Japan have exceeded 3000. In June, 1874, 
the nuwber was 3.753. ‘These are the only 
three instances of an excess of 3,000 in a 
single month in eigut years. The largest 
arrivais for any month of which we Dave a rec- 
ord were June. i878, when the total was 5,016. 
For the month immediately preceding the num- 
ber was 3,402, and wie monta p ing that one 
2,556, making a total for that quarter of 11,511. 
Tuis number bas never been equaied. The total 
arrivuis from Cuina and Japan in 1878 were 
17.978, That was tue largest number up to that 
time. and, with two exceptions, the largest num- 
ber ever landed here during u single year. ‘hose 
two exceptions are er. when the total was 
18,366, and 1881, when the total was 19,221. As 
the subject of Chinese immigration is one of 
absorbing interest just now, the statistics of 
arrivals from China and Japan at San Fran 
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Most of these immigrants come to stay. The 
Chinaman does not migrate us the Caucasian.
